Agawam Historical Association 
purchases Mathew Noble House 

Begins preservation of Thomas Smith House... 


The modest house at 251 North West Street in 
Feeding Hills, Massachusetts has spent more than 
two and a half centuries in the shadow of Provin 
Mountain, but the red, gambrel-roofed structure may 
soon be moving into the limelight. That’s because the 
Agawam Historical Association has annourfeed its 
purchase of the property last June and plans to pre¬ 
serve it and all its 18th century character. 

Eighteenth-century character is what this house 
has in abundance. The main house has no running 
water or central heat, and only very limited electrical 
service. Michael Steinitz, Director of the Preservation 
Planning Division of the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, recently described the house as “a rare 
and unusually well-preserved late 18th century, story- 
and-a-half, gambrel-roofed house associated with the 
agricultural history, and development of the Feeding 
Hills neighborhood of Agawam. A remarkably intact 
survival of what probably was a very typical, but large¬ 
ly disappeared regional building form." 

Long known as the Mathew Noble House, the 
home has decades-old ties to the historical associa¬ 
tion - it was a summer retreat of nearly forty years for 
John Rosenberg, a founding member of the Agawam 
Historical Association, and plans to transfer the prop¬ 
erty to the association had only been informally dis¬ 
cussed when Rosenberg was killed in an accident on 
his Warren, Mass, farm in September of 2001. 

Rosenberg’s heirs had no interest in the property 
and were planning to put it on the market to settle 


John’s estate. The family offered the property at a 
reduced price first to the town, which defined, and 
then to the historical association. Historical associa¬ 
tion president Marilyn Curry felt “the land alone was 
worth the asking price. The cost to bring the home to 
a livable condition would be prohibitive, and being 
located on an acre of land on the town’s most rural 
street, the house most likely would -be torn down or 
moved to make way for new construction had the 
property been sold on the open market.” 

The association had to make a decision quickly, but 
having spent most of its cash reserves over the last 
six years on the renovation of the Elm Street Fire 
Station into the Agawam Historical & Fire House 
Museum, it was in no position to make an offer. Enter 
Rick Bellico, a vice president at Woronoco Saving 
Bank and at the time a board member of the historical 
association. Knowing this was a once in a lifetime 
opportunity, he was able to obtain a mortgage of 
$100,000 from his bank. Now the only problem was 
making the payments. Bellico then came up with a 
simple but spectacular plan. Last May, Bellico began 
his search for individuals willing to assume one 
month’s mortgage payment for a five year period, and 
to pay for insurance on the building. Within a week, he 
had commitments from fourteen individuals and 
organizations. “I had some sleepless nights, but the 
overwhelming positive support I received was very 
encouraging,” confessed Bellico. “Now that we have

payment for five years of the mortgage arranged, we 
can concentrate on starting the preservation of the 
house.” 

The Agawam Rotary Club; Donald and Judy 
Anderson, Ayre Real Estate Co., Inc., Richard and 
Ann Marie Bellico; David and Laurie Cecchi; Country 
Squire Furniture Shop; Marilyn Curry; Russell and 
Joan Jenks; John and Marian O'Krongly; Peter & 
Linda Parotta and Frank & Carol Pignatare;. Gerald, 
Mary Ann, & Mildred Pohner and Patricia Uschman; 
and Work Opportunity Center have all agreed to the 
five-year commitment. In addition, Tony and Elaine 
Grimaldi and have agreed to pay a portion of the 
insurance on the house for that period. 

As one of the contributors, David Cecchi, a board 
member of the association and chairman of the 
Agawam Historical Commission, commented, “The 
historical commission sponsored the Demolition 
Delay Ordinance in town, which prevents owners from 
demolishing historic structures for six months and I 
am always preaching about the importance of historic 
preservation. I had to put my money where my mouth 
is and set an example.” 

The historical association closed on the property in 
June 2002, and soon after everything that was con¬ 
sidered fact about the house was questioned. The 
association invited experts from Historic Deerfield, 
Storrowton Village and Old Sturbridge Village to tour 
the house. Upon walking into the house, they all came 
to the same conclusion: the 1715 construction date 
that had been assumed for decades to be correct 
most likely wasn’t-the gambrel roof and many interior 
details of the house date from later in the 1700s. That 
meant it couldn’t have been built by Mathew Noble, 
because Noble had sold all his acreage to John 
Ashley of Westfield by 1727, who then sold the prop¬ 
erty to John Mixer of Suffield that same year. In 1731, 
Mixer divided the property between his sons, John, Jr. 
and George. In 1757, John, Jr. sold 90 acres to 
Thomas Smith, Jr., a carpenter and housewright, and 
probable builder of the house. 

Bonnie Parsons, Principal Planner of Historic 
Preservation at the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission recently completed a nomination for the 
Thomas Smith House for listing on the National 
Register of Historic Places, which has been submitted 
to the Massachusetts Historical Commission. In her 


National Register of Historic Places Criteria 
Statement Form, Parsons describes the house as “a 
fine example of mid-to-late 18th century Connecticut 
River Valley design and materials, and an unusually 
fine example of vernacular Georgian style." Historical 
association member Judy Anderson assisted Parsons 
with deciphering the many deeds for the property dat¬ 
ing back to the 18th century. More information per¬ 
taining to the John Mixer and Thomas & Esther (Ball) 
Smith families would be helpful in further determining 
the history of the house. Both families came from 
Suffield, Connecticut in the early 1700s before settling 
in Feeding Hills, and related families are Rice, Noble, 
and Dewey. 

The unbelievable condition of the house has led the 
historical association to adopt a "preservation" 
approach to the project, rather than a "restoration.” 
Cecchi says he gets goose pimples talking about the 
house. “Walking into the Smith House is like walking 
back in time. It is believed that the home's last “reno¬ 


vation” was in 1800. There is a wall in the kitchen that 
is a ‘history of wallpaper,’ showing layer on layer of 
antique wall covering. Preserved, this can become an 
incredible educational tool. I was inspired by the con¬ 
servation of the Aiken-Rhett House in Charleston, 
South Carolina. That house was preserved as it 
stands, peeling wallpaper, cracked plaster-an unre¬ 
stored time capsule of the mid 1800s. That’s what we 
hope to accomplish here. Bonnie (Parsons) feels the 
Smith House is one of the ‘few remaining, and per¬ 
haps the only, resource from the 18th century agricul¬ 
tural past of Feeding Hills.’ The house may not be the 
oldest in town or have been built by Mathew Noble, 
but it is probably the most important historical 
resource in Agawam. The state of this house is what 
makes it unique. Houses in this unrestored condition 
are almost non-existent today.” 

Cecchi, who is serving as the chairman of the

Smith House project and, along with Russell “Rusty” 
Jenks and Rick Bellico as co-clerks of the works for 
the project, expects this to be a long-term undertak¬ 
ing. “The Smith House needs a a tremendous amount 
of work to stabilize the structure. The stone foundation 
on the south side of the house has collapsed and 
there were several holes in the walls where animals 
had come in and nested. The plantings around the 
house and the garden have also become overgrown. 
The museum took us six years to complete. I expect 
this will take much longer." 

Bellico arranged for Thomas DeNardo of Restore 
New England to help in that effort. DeNardo repaired 
the holes in the clapboards last fall and installed a 
new sill on the south side of the house this spring so 
that the foundation can be rebuilt. Much of the shrubs 
around the house will be removed in the near future to 
help keep moisture away from the house, and 
improve visibility of the house from North West Street. 
"Right now, a lot of the work being done isn’t visible 
from the street, but when we get going, we want peo¬ 
ple driving by to be able to see our progress," stated 
Cecchi. 

The project of the moment is a Conditions 
Assessment Report, which, as the name implies, will 
give a detailed report of the house’s structural condi¬ 
tion. This will guide the historical association to priori¬ 
tize projects. The report is being prepared by Thomas 
Paske, an nationally-respected architectural preser¬ 
vation consultant from Westfield. The cost of the 
report was underwritten by a donation from Westfield 
Bank’s Charitable Donations Future Fund as part of 
the bank’s 150th anniversary celebration. 


While awaiting the findings of the Conditions 
Assessment Report, the next step currently planned is 
the clearing of overgrown plantings and some exteri¬ 
or grounds work during this spring and summer 
months. Cecchi also feels that a Historic Structures 
Report should be conducted. The purpose of that 
report is to further clarify building materials and tech¬ 
niques, and may help more accuratley date the 
house. 

Equally, if not more challenging as the the structur¬ 
al needs sure to be encountered will be the financial 
needs. While payment of the first five years of the 
mortgage have been secured, the preservation work 
could cost significantly more than the association has 
ever raised in the past. The association hopes to 
launch a capital campaign in the coming months once 
needs and expenses are identified. The people of 
Agawam have shown a renewed interest in the histo¬ 
ry of this town, and the association will rely on their 
support on this important project. The association also 
plans to apply for grants whenever they are available. 

In the meantime, the association will accept any 
monetary or in-kind donations to aid in this project. 
The association is also in immediate need of a heavy- 
duty push lawnmower or riding mower in working con¬ 
dition to help maintain the property over the summer 
months. Anyone interested in donating those items 
can contact David Cecchi at 786-3236 or Rusty Jenks 
at 786-0355.

On May 23, 2001, we began our first burials at the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery in 
Agawam. As of May 23, 2003, the start of our third 
year, we have interred 1,258 veterans and/or their 
spouses. This could not have been done without the 
support and assistance of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and National Cemetery 
Administration in Washington, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the Massachusetts Department of 
Veterans’ Services, numerous other state and nation¬ 
al veterans’ cemeteries, the architects, builders, and 
landscaping companies, our volunteers and the vol¬ 
unteer honor guards, the funeral directors, the veter¬ 
ans and their families, and most of all, Mr. Edward 
Squazza of Agawam, who donated the land. Your 
support, concern, generosity, and asistance have 
helped make us such a success. 

We strive to make the Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Memorial Cemetery a living memorial to the men and 
women of our armed forces and their family mem¬ 
bers. Two of the ways in which we do this are our 
mentoring programs and our bereavement program. 
We also hold special ceremonies on Memorial Day, 
Flag Day, and Veterans’ Day to honor our veterans. 

Our mentoring programs, for high school students 
and the Adult Military/Veteran Enrichment Program, 
are unique opportunities to involve people of all ages 
in honoring our state’s veterans. Students learn from, 
associate with, and are a part of serving and honoring 
our state’s heroes and patriots. We have a group of 
volunteers (veterans) who instruct each session of 
the program. Each session runs for 12 weeks for one 
hour per week. The program is free of charge and 
open to the public. 

Our bereavement program will begin as soon as 
possible. Local volunteer professionals will conduct 
this program, and each of its sessions; the Veterans’ 
Cemetery staff will facilitate the program. The ses¬ 
sions will be held in our Committal Chapel on the 
Cemetery grounds. This program is for the family 
members of those we have interred in our Cemetery. 
We hope to assist our families in dealing with the grief 
and loss of their loved ones. This program is also free 
of charge. 

We are also pleased to have just received official 
notification of a grant award in the amount of $7.4 mil¬ 
lion to begin the construction of the state’s second 
veterans’ memorial cemetery in Winchendon. 
Construction should start just after the 4th of July, with 
the first burials to be in the fall of 2004. This cemetery 
will be constructed and operated in similar fashion, 
with dignity and honor, as in Agawam. 

On behalf of all of the staff, I thank everyone for 
their support and assistance in helping us to make 
every day “Veterans’ Day” at the Massachusetts 
Veterans’ Memorial Cemetery in Agawam.

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Agawam receives 
community 
development grant 

The Town of Agawam was officially notified that it 
has received a $30,000 grant from the Massachusetts 
Department of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD), which will be used in the preparation of a 
Community Development Plan. The $30,000 is being 
made available to communities that have completed a 
number of steps, including a “build-out analysis." 

Agawam has retained the services of the consult¬ 
ing team of McGregor & Associates and Thomas 
Planning Services of Boston, and MS Transportation 
Systems of Framingham to prepare the Town’s 
Community Development Plan. The Town was 
required to select a consultant from a pre-qualified list 
prepared by DHCD. Ralph Willmer, Director of 
Environmental Planning at McGregor & Associates, 
will be the project manager. “Our consultant team will 
take a comprehensive approach to the preparation of 
the plan and will be results-oriented to create a plan 
that is a meaningful and useful document intended to 
guide the Town’s future over the next decade and 
beyond," stated Willmer. 

The plan preparation, which will take approximate¬ 
ly one year, will involve a number of opportunities for 
public participation, said Deborah Dachos, Agawam’s 
Director of Planning and Community Development. 
The Plan will address four planning elements. They 
include: Open Space and Resource Protection, 
Housing, Economie # Development, and Transpor¬ 
tation. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity for Agawam. The 
Town’s last Master Plan was prepared in the 1970’s 
and cost to the community was approximately 
$50,000," reported Mayor Cohen. “With the State’s 
assistance, Agawam will be able to update this anti¬ 
quated document at no cost to the Town. In these 
days of fiscal austerity, communities must tap into all 
possible revenue resources.” 

Ms. Dachos stated that a new Master Plan has 
been a priority of the Planning Office for many years, 
but the resources were never available. 

A visioning and Master Plan kick-off meeting will be 
held within the next couple of months and will be open 
to the public. For more information, please contact the 
Agawam Planning Office at 786-0400, ext.

Effect of sun exposure 

Question: What are some of the effects of sun 
exposure and can sun damage be reversed? 

Answer: Lines, wrinkles, and sagging skin are the 
direct results of sun damage to the collagen and 
elastin fibers underneath the top layer of skin. 
Hyperpigmentation, or excessive coloration of the tis¬ 
sue, is seen as brown spots or "freckles.” This is 
caused by the over-production of melanin exacerbat¬ 
ed by sun irritation. Melanin is the black or brown pig¬ 
ment found in the skin, hair, and retina. Melanoma is 
a tumor or growth rpade up of melanin-pigmented 
cells. 

There is no such thing as a safe tan (with the 
exception of self-tanning creams and lotions). A tan is 
a sign of injury. It is the body’s attempt to increase sun 
protection after the skin is already permanently dam¬ 
aged by an overdose of ultraviolet radiation. Eighty 
percent of the visible signs of aging is due to sun 
exposure, and that means all sun exposure. 
Radiation is cumulative. Walking to the mailbox, get¬ 
ting in your car, and sitting by the window all count! 

You should not # rely on sunscreens to prevent 
melanoma. Lying on the beach all day while relying 
on sunscreen for protection is not a safe sport. 
Sunscreen should be a very important part of your 
skin care regimen so that you may safely perform 
your everyday routine. Melanoma is now the 10th 
most common type of cancer in the U.S. The number 
of cases has risen dramatically, increasing to 42,000 
a year with the largest increase occurring in young 
women who use tanning booths. 

Most dermatologists feel that it takes over 20 years 
for melanoma to develop. Those with this cancer 
today had to have been exposed to the sun's damage 
two decades ago, before effective sunscreens had 
been developed. Dr.Roger Ceilley, president of the 
American Academy of Dermatology, said, To be most 
effective, sun protection should begin in childhood 
and continue throughout life. Overwhelming evidence 
supports the beneficial effect of sunscreen usage, not 
only in preventing painful sunburn, but also in pre¬ 
venting photoaging and skin cancer, including 
melanoma. We believe it would be irresponsible to 
recommend that regular use of sunscreen be discon¬ 
tinued. " 

Some sun damage can be reversed if, and only if, 
skin is always protected from the sun. The excellent 
skin care products on the market today can substan¬ 
tially aid the skin in reversing sun damage. But they 
do not good if they aren’t combined with sun protec¬ 
tion. Months of hard work can be undone in one morn¬ 
ing working in the garden with no sunscreen, hat, or 
gloves on.

Salon Tres Chic to cut hair, help kids 


If you’ve been thinking about cutting off that mane 
of hair you’ve maintained since the days of Big Hair 
for women and ponytails for men, here’s something 
that may help you decide. 

Salon Tres Chic at 339 Walnut St., Ext. in Agawam 
is holding a special community event on Sunday, June 
8th. From 1:00-4:00 p.m., the salon’s stylists will be 
cutting and collecting ponytails for donation to Wigs 
for Kids, a nationally recognized not-for-profit charity 
that provides wigs at no cost to children who have lost 
their hair. 

Every year, many of the 12,000 children who are 
diagnosed with cancer will lose their hair as a result of 
medical treatments. Other children are diagnosed 
with alopecia areata, a hereditary condition that 
results in total hair loss over the entire body. Some 
children lose their hair as a result of burns. And some 
children develop a psychological condition that drives 
them to pull out their own hair uncontrollably. 

Whatever the cause, the results are the same: At a 
time when children find themselves struggling with 
painful and difficult medical conditions, they must also 
deal with the potentially crippling blow to their self¬ 
esteem that results from the loss of their hair. Wigs for 
Kids was created to help these children feel like them¬ 
selves again. 

Established in 1993 in Rocky River, Ohio by Jeffrey 


and Zina Paul, internationally acclaimed hair design¬ 
ers who made their first wig for their own young niece 
when she was undergoing chemotherapy treatments 
for leukemia, Wigs for Kids now creates at least 60 full 
hairpieces a year for children whose parents cannot 
afford to pay. The charity never turns down a request 
for assistance. 

It takes up to 12 ponytails and $1,500 to design and 
create the hair systems, each of which is painstaking¬ 
ly constructed to meet the individual needs of the 
recipient. In addition to donated hair, funds are need¬ 
ed to pay for other materials and related manufactur¬ 
ing expenses. While there is no cost to the donor for 
the haircut and styling, the salon is encouraging hair 
donors to contribute one dollar with each ponytail to 
help offset the charity’s other expenses. Women, chil¬ 
dren, and men whose hair is at least 12 inches long 
are qualified to donate.

Says salon owner Mary Ann Zicolella, “Donating 
hair to Wigs for Kids is one way to make a real differ¬ 
ence in the lives of children and their families.

Annual Musical Moments at Amelia Park 
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“Adopt-A-Shelter- 
Cat” Month at the 
SpflcL MSPCA 

Because so many cats are not spayed or neutered, 
each spring the nation's shelters are overflowing with 
a multitude of kittens. By June, the Springfield 
MSPCA Animal Shelter faces the same challenge - 
there is not enough room for all of the cats and kittens 
received at the shelter, nor are there enough homes 
available for all of them. 

The MSPCA estimates there are up to one million 
unowned, free-roaming cats in Massachusetts alone. 
These numbers are so large, they are hard to imag¬ 
ine. But it is not hard to imagine the suffering of each 
individual animal and it is not hard to do something to 
help prevent that suffering. 

The best way to help prevent overpopulation is to 
make sure your pet is spayed or neutered. The pro¬ 
cedure, performed painlessly under anesthesia, is the 
best and safest way to stop adding to the pet popula¬ 
tion. If you have already spayed or neutered you own 
pet but would still like to assist, the MSPCA is accept¬ 
ing donations to subsidize the cost of spay/neuter sur¬ 
geries for those who need assistance. 

In addition to spaying and neutering, the MSPCA 
recommends that pet owners keep their cats safely 
indoors. Indoor cats are likely to live twice as long 
because they are not exposed to the outdoor dan¬ 
gers, such as getting hit by a car, contracting dis¬ 
eases, being poisoned, or conflicting with wildlife or 
other pets. ... 

The public is encouraged to consider adopting a 
shelter cat or kitten in observance of Adopt-A-Shelter- 
Cat-Month at-171 Union Street in Springfield. Cat 
information will be on display, and a Cat Stats chart in 
the Shelter lobby will compare the number of cats 
received and adopted last year versus this year. 
These sobering numbers will hopefully lead pet own¬ 
ers to spay or neuter their cat and help spread the 
word about the importance of spaying and neutering, 
as well as encourage more cat lovers to adopt. 

During Adopt-A-Shelter-Cat Month, off-site cat 
adoptions will be held at the following locations: 

* Walmart, Northampton, 9:00-11:00 a.m., every 
Sunday in June. 

* Edwards’ Bookstore, Tower Square, Main 
Street, downtown Springfield, noon-2:00 p.m., every 
Thursday in June. 

Adoption fees for cats and kittens include vaccina¬ 
tions, flea prevention, microchip identification, veteri¬ 
nary exam, feline leukemia test, and de-worming. 
Adoption rates are as follows: 

* The adoption fee for a cat that has not been 
spayed or neutered is $90, ‘including a voucher 
redeemable for a mandatory spay or neuter proce¬ 
dure. 

* The adoption fee for a cat that has been spayed 
or neutered is $60.

The power of the Holy Spirit 

All too often, when people speak of or think of the 
Christian faith, they think of it in terms of a belief sys¬ 
tem. In this way, Christianity has attributes that are 
similar to democracy or capitalism. As Americans, the 
vast majority of us believe that democracy is the best 
form of government, and that capitalism is the best 
economic system. As Winston Churchill put it so well, 
"Democracy is the worst form of government among 
the peoples; except, of course, for all the others.” 

While the Christian faith can be articulated in dec¬ 
larations like The Apostle’s Creed and The Nicene 
Creed, Christianity is much more than merely a sys¬ 
tem of beliefs about God. Jesus Christ did not come 
to start a new religion or to reform an old one. Jesus 
Christ came to reacquaint people with God. 
Christianity is not much about religion as it is about a 
relationship with God. 

When Jesus came to earth, He caused quite a stir. 
Some people say He was a great teacher, but that 
wasn’t really the case; at least not as we usually 
measure somebody’s teaching skills. Jesus basically 
said, “I’m God.” That’s why the religious leaders were 
out to kill Him. But in the meantime, He healed the 
sick and raised a few dead people back to-life, and 
promised the gift of eternal life, and the power of the 
Holy Spirit, to anybody who believed in Him. 

Given that Jesus caused such a stir when He 
walked the earth, is it any surprise that the Holy Spirit 
also caused quite a stir when He arrived on the scene, 
as Jesus had promised He would do? And stir things 
up He did! When the day of Pentecost had come, 
they were all together in one place. And suddenly 
from heaven there came a sound like the rush of a 
violent wind, and it filled the entire house where 
they were sitting. 

Divided tongues, as of fire, appeared among 
them, and a tongue rested on each of them. All of 
them were filled with the Holy Spirit and began to 
speak in other languages, as the Spirit gave them 
ability. 

Now there were devout Jews from every nation 
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under heaven living in Jerusalem. And at this 
sound the crowd gathered and was bewildered, 
because each one heard them speaking in the 
native language of each. Amazed and astonished, 
they asked, “Are not all these who are speaking 
Galileans? And how is it that we hear, each of us, 
in our own native language?” 

All were amazed and perplexed, saying to one 
another, “What does this mean?” But others 
sneered and said, “They are filled with new wine. ” 
But Peter, standing with the eleven, raised his 
voice and addressed them, “Men of Judea and all 
who live in Jerusalem, let this be known to you, 
and listen to what I say. 

“Indeed, these are not drunk, as you suppose, 
for it is only nine o’clock in the morning. No, this 
is what was spoken through the prophet Joel: ‘In 
the last days it will be, God declares, that I will 
pour out My Spirit upon all flesh, and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your old men 
shall dream dreams. Even upon My slaves, both 
men and women, in those days I will pour out My 
Spirit; and they shall prophesy.’” 

There have been several other outpourings, on a 
lesser scale, of the Holy Spirit in the history of the 
Church. The Reformation was basically a charismatic 
revival. In Martin Luther’s famous hymn A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God, there is a line that says “the 
Spirit and the gifts are ours.” The Great Awakenings of 
the past 300 years have all had charismatic overtones 
to them. 

Sometimes, people are afraid of experiencing the 
power of the Holy Spirit in their own lives. They might 
worry about what could happen or what people would 
think. Admittedly, there have been some excesses in 
revival meetings or groups that might have been more 
emotional than spiritual. But that's no reason to “throw 
the baby out with the bath-water." 

How could it be a bad thing to experience the 
power of the Holy Spirit in our lives, if that experience 
is from Jesus Christ Himself? We ought not to worry 
about what other people say or think about the Holy 
Spirit. Rather, we should open our hearts and lives to 
the Holy Spirit, even as we opened our hearts and 
lives to Jesus Christ. 

Jesus said, “When the Advocate comes, whom I 
will send to you from the Father, the Spirit of truth 
who comes from the Father, He will testify on My 
behalf. It is to your advantage that I go away, for if 
I do not go away, the Advocate will not come to 
you; but if I go, I will send Him to you. When the 
Spirit of truth comes, He will guide you into all the 
truth; for He will not spqpk on His own, but will 
speak whatever He hears, and He will declare to 
you the things that are to come. He will glorify me, 
because He will take what is Mine and declare it to 
you.”

Water skiing accident - unsecured tow bar 

The 27-year-old plaintiff suffered significant injuries 
to her mouth, jaw, and teeth when she was struck by 
the center post of a water-skiing tow bar system that 
was set up by the defendant boat owner. 

The plaintiff was struck by the center post of a two- 
bar system, which was owned and controlled by the 
defendant. The defendant allegedly failed to safely 
attach the tow bar to his boat, or to use a safety clip 
to secure the center post beneath the decking of the 
boat. 

The plaintiff presented evidence at trial that 
demonstrated that the safety clip was not in place; 
that the defendant boat owner was the only person 
who knew a safety clip was required for the center 
post to remain in place; that he allowed the plaintiff 
and other guests at his wedding reception to use the 
boat without the safety clip in place; and that the 
plaintiff was struck by the center post. 

The defendant attempted to demonstrate that the 
users of the defendant’s boat and tow bar system 
were aware that the system was not safe and that 
they should not have continued tubing on the lake 
when they became aware that the tow bar system 
was unsafe.

Your down payment... 

The amount of down payment is an issue you’ll 
need to consider as you prepare to buy a home. How 
much should you put down? How much say do you 
have in deciding the amount? And should you put 
down the least amount required, or as much as pos¬ 
sible? The following are some tips and information 
you’ll find helpful. 

The answer depends on how much cash you can 
gather at the time. Generally, first-time buyers are 
scraping together every available cent to make the 
10-percent down payment, and consider themselves 
fortunate to be able to do just that. 


Generally, a 20-percent down payment is thought 
to be standard. If your home costs $100,000, you 
would be expected to come up with $20,000 in cash 
for the down payment (in addition to the closing 
costs). Many lenders believe that 20-percent down 
gives the homeowner a larger equity stake in the 
property, and thus decreases the likelihood of default. 

Lenders today recognize, though, that 20-percent 
of the purchase price is a great deal for most first-time 
buyers. As a result, different mortgage options have 
been developed to require a small down payment. For 
example, there are several mortgage options that will 
allow you to put down 10- to 15-percent. Conventional 
lenders will allow a smaller down payment if you 
agree to purchase private mortgage insurance. This 
insurance is paid monthly, along with your mortgage, 
until you have earned at least 20-percent equity in 
your property. 

An FHA loan will require three- to five-percent 
down. If you put down three-percent, the FHA will 
accept a Community Development Block Grant (if one 
is available and you meet the guidelines) to make up 
the two-percent difference. 


The plaintiff presented evidence at trial that she 
suffered compound comminuted fractures of her jaw 
as well as multiple fractures of her teeth, her jaw had 
to be wired shut, and she required braces and exten¬ 
sive orthodontic, oral surgery, and dental care.

If you have more cash available, there are two 
ways to go. Some experts feel, that you should make 
the smallest down payment that’s acceptable to your 
lender. You will then have cash for emergencies, dec¬ 
orating, and any renovation that you need to do right 
away. You could also invest the extra funds. 

Weigh your options in dollars and cents. If you’re 
trying to decide between putting 15-percent versus 
20-percent down, and that difference is $5,000, go 
with the 20-percent. You'll then save the cost of the 
PMI (private mortgage insurance), which can really 
add up. 


A loan from the Veterans’Administration (VA) does¬ 
n’t require any down payment. These loans are 
offered at a fixed rate that is set by the government, 
and the fees are low. These loans are available to 
honorably discharged veterans of the United States 
Armed Forces.

Saving for retirement when 
your salary is on hold 

(Part 1 of 2) 

A recent survey from Mercer Human Resource 
Consulting shows that in 2002, nearly one out of 
every six employers froze salaries for some or all 
employees in the United States. 1 

If you’re one of the many Americans whose salary 
has stalled or failed to keep pace with your expecta¬ 
tions, it’s important to make sure you’re still saving 
enough for retirement. 

Small Changes Can Add Up 

Because the power of compound interest can play 
a significant role in the overall growth of your retire¬ 
ment nest egg, losing even a small salary increase 
can result in significant differences over the long term. 

Consider for example, a 43-year-old woman 
whose salary remains at $95,000 this year, instead of 
rising 4%, to $98,800. Without a 4% raise this year, 
her employer-sponsored retirement plan would hold 
about $30,000 less when she retires at age 68, 
assuming she yearly contributes 10% of her salary 
and earns an average annual return of 8%. 

Maximize Your Contributions 

So how can you combat the effects of a stalled 
salary? For starters, make sure you’re contributing 
the maximum amount possible to your employer- 
sponsored retirement plan. 

Under new tax laws, you can contribute up to 
$12,000 in 2003 to your 401(k) plan (plans may limit 
the maximum an employee may defer). This limit will 
rise to $15,000 by 2006 and, if you’re over age 50, 
you can contribute even more. People age 50 or over 
can contribute an extra $2,000 in 2003 - a limit that 
will rise to $5,000 by 2006. 

If you can’t afford to contribute the maximum 
amount to your plan, at least consider increasing your 
contribution to match your salary shortfall. Compare 
what you expected to earn this year with what you’re 
actually making and increase your contribution 
accordingly. 

For example, our hypothetical 43-year-old woman 
making $95,000 annually will earn $3,800 less this 
year, because she didn’t receive her expected 4% 
increase in salary. Since she usually puts 10% of her 
pay into her employer-sponsored retirement plan, she 
would need to contribute an additional $380 this year 
to make up for a 4% salary deficit. 

Add More Horsepower To Your Drive Toward 
Retirement 

If you’re not doing so already, you also may want 
toconsider using more than one savings vehicle for 
retirement. If you’re only investing for retirement 
through your employer-sponsored retirement plan, 
consider adding an individual retirement account 
(IRA) or a Roth IRA. 

Because your earnings accumulate tax deferred, 
both a traditional or Roth IRA can be a powerful sav¬ 
ings vehcile. The Roth IRA has the added benefit of 
allowing for tax-free distributions. Which one is right 
for you depends on your current tax filing status, 
income, and future expected tax rates. 

In 2003, you can stash up to $3,000 annually into 
either type of IRA. The federal limit on IRA contribu¬ 
tions will rise to $4,000 in 2005 and $5,000 in 2008. 
As with many employer-sponsored retirement plans, 
Uncle Sam will let you contribute even more to your 
IRA if you're over age 50. People over age 50 can set 
aside an extra $500 in 2003, an amount that will rise 
to $1,000 in 2006. 

In addition to an IRA, you may want to open a tax¬ 
able investment portfolio. Although it doesn’t provide 
the tax benefits offered by an IRA, a taxable invest¬ 
ment portfolio can be a valuable financial tool to help 
you build funds toward non-retirement goals, such as 
a child’s college education or the purchase of a new 
home.

Fears and phobias 

(Part 2) 

In last week’s column, we learned about the effect 
fears have on our activities or enjoyment of life, and 
some of the common problems associated with fears. 
This column will continue with hypnotherapists who 
specialize in such disorders and some of the advan¬ 
tages of hypnotherapy. 

Hypnotherapists specializing in such disorders 
have claimed that the fear itself may not create the 
phobic reaction. It may well be caused by what the 
fear represents as an unknown danger. Fears origi¬ 
nating in adulthood'may sometimes be caused by 
chemical problems (hypoglycemic reaction) or by psy¬ 
chological reactions (indigestion assumed to be a 
heart attack). 

The duration of the reaction under the triggering 
circumstances may indicate whether the cause is psy¬ 
chological or physiological. A psychological reaction, 
since it anticipates the triggering episode, tends to 
diminish once the situation is actually encountered. 
Physiological reactions, caused by an event or the 
activity itself, tend to increase once the triggering sit¬ 
uation begins. * 

A key point is that a phobic person is threatened by 
something that does not in reality present a life threat. 
Yet, the reaction is the same as it would be in a situa¬ 
tion of real danger. The fear generates more fear and 
the situation cannot be comforted in a calm state, so 
the victim makes every effort to avoid it. 

THE ADVANTAGE OF HYPNOTHERAPY 
Specific fears often emanate from apprehension of 
impending danger. Feelings of anxiety and panic tend 
to evolve into predictions of approaching disaster - the 
source of which is not understood. The fear of loss of 
control is primitive and is likely to be a common ele-

ment and basic cause in all phobia cases. It is not 
uncommon in relationship break-ups. 

The progressive development of fear and phobic 
reactions often proceeds through four phases: unreal¬ 
istic self-statements create a state of alarm; fear of the 
fear itself develops; personal feelings and reason are 
rejected as the fear escalates; and avoidance begins 
of any person, place, thing, or situation that generates 
feelings of arousal or anxiety. 

In mild cases, reprogramming through hypnothera¬ 
py can prove effective. Hypnotic suggestion can 
replace catastrophic thoughts with truthful statements 
explaining the nature of the symptoms and the real¬ 
ization that the physical sensations can cause no 
harm. Hypnosis can slow the heartbeat; achieve a 
sense of balance; generate relaxation through deep 
breathing; free the throat to swallow; overcome sen¬ 
sations of temperature change; and promote clear¬ 
headedness. 

In more severe cases, symptoms are usually 
apparent, but true casues are unknown. The condition 
causing the fear is a threat to the victim because it is 
unresolved. Exposing the cause can diminish the anx¬ 
iety associated with the fear by taking it out of the 
unknown so that rational suggestion can be used to 
alleviate symptoms. Some causes, apparently pro¬ 
ducing present symptoms, may prove to be them¬ 
selves synTptoms of yet a deeper cause. 

Age regression can be a highly effective technique 
for uncovering causes. It is one of the most beneficial 
procedures available in the therapeutic arsenals of 
hypnotherapy and psychotherapy. 

Once casual factors are revealed, the hypnothera- 
peutic technique of circle therapy may be the treat¬ 
ment of choice. This is a well-recognized de-sensiti- 
zation procedure to bring the psyche back into bal¬ 
ance, eliminating the fears of hypnotic confrontation. 

The fears are met and faced through the subcon¬ 
scious mind. Repeated confrontation causes deterio¬ 
ration of the fear symptoms and increases the ability 
to face and deal with past traumatic experience with¬ 
out apprehension, which the conscious mind then 
accepts.

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Midura wins 800-meter title; Brownie girls place 3rd 
at Western Massachusetts Track Championships 


Agawam High junior Peter Midura electrified his 
teammates and the large gathering of local support¬ 
ers by taking the Division I 800-meter run at the 
Western Massachusetts Track & Field Championships 
on Saturday, May 31st, at Holyoke High School’s new 
all-weather athletic complex. 

The Brownie girls' track team ended in third place 
with 63 points behind runaway winner Amherst 
Regional (131 points) and second-place Minnechaug 
(69 points). 

Along the way, the girls set two new school records 
and came one-tenth of a second from getting a third in 
what turned out to be a pretty good outing overall. 

Midura, one of the region’s top 800 runners this 
spring, was the only Brownie in the boys’ and girls’ 
field to win an individual title. Midura came flying out 
of the pack with about 300 meters to go, and he out- 
kicked a strong field to the finish line in a time of 
2:01.35. 

It is believed Midura is the first Brownie boy to ever 
win that event at the Western Mass. Championships. 

Midura also anchored Agawam’s 4 x 800 meter 
relay team that finished fourth in establishing a new 
school record time of 8:40.21. He scored 11 of the 
team’s 15 overall points as the Brownies placed 15th 
in the 19-team field. 

Unfortunately for AHS, it was without the services 
of captain John Slachetka, who has been sidelined in 
recent weeks due to a painful hamstring injury. 
Slachetka was one of the top runners in the 200-meter 
dash and was a returning Second Team All-Scholastic 
performer from the 2002 season. 

Moreover, senior captain Ryan McGurn (consid¬ 
ered a threat to win the 300-meter hurdles) reinjured 
his knee at last week’s PVIAC Individuals and was a 
question mark going into the WMass. Championships. 
McGurn was able to only compete in the 300 hurdles, 
and he ended in sixth place (43 seconds) after his 
knee was reinjured down the stretch during the race. 

McGurn was able to hobble to the finish line to 
place, giving the Brownies one more team point. 

No other Brownie boy was able to place in the top 
six in any event, and without Slachetka and McGurn 
competing in three events it was a tough road to hoe. 

★ * * 

On the girls’ side, the Brownies grabbed three indi¬ 
vidual seconds, a second in the 4 x 100 meter relay, 
and senior Danielle Cirillo led the way with 11 total 
points in her three events by setting two school 
records. 

Cirillo was third in the 300-meter hurdles (48.24 
seconds) to break her own school record by placing 
fifth at the 2002 WMass. Championships; was fourth 
in the triple jump at 33.7 feet; and was a member of 
the fourth-place 4 x 400 meter relay team that broke a 
school record (4:14.19) set when the Brownies won 
their last Division I team title in 1996. * 

Second places went to three All-Scholastic return¬ 
ers.

She was third in the 100-meter dash (13.08 
seconds, six points) and gave the Brownies a great 
effort on the second leg straightaway of the 4 x 100 
relay. She finished with eight team points. 

Senior captain Becky Carey had a fine day by run¬ 
ning relays. She ran the third leg of the 4 x 100 relay 
that was second and opened the 4 x 400 relay that 
would break the school record and place fourth. 

Senior Jodie Pfau continued to be “Miss 
Consistency" for the Brownies in the 800. For the 
fourth straight WMass. Championship, she was fifth, 
this time at 2:32.05 (2 points). She also anchored the 
4 x 800 meter relay team that finished sixth (.25 
points). 

Freshman Lauren Surprenant, who has a most 
promising future ahead of her in the sport, was fifth in 
the 200 meters (27.55 seconds) and anchored the 4 x 
100 meter relay. She was in the lane next to East 
Longmeadow’s anchor, and she followed her in for a 
surprise second place for the Brownies. 

Freshman Julie Persico was also part of the 4 x 
400 relay. She ran the second leg. 

Senior Heather Cox placed in two events - she was 
sixth in the 100-meter hurdles (17.38 seconds, 1 
point) and was fourth in the pole vault (2 points). 
Freshman Laura Cote was sixth in the pole vault for 
AHS, giving the Brownies three places in that event. 

The team’s two senior captains, Shannon McDyer 
and Kristen Strole, also scored. McDyer was fifth in 
the long jump (2 points) at 15.6 feet, and Strole was 
sixth in the discus (90.6 feet, 2 points). 

Two freshmen, Stephanie Midura and Erika Prouty, 
scored their first points at WMass. by running legs on 
the 4 x 800 meter relay team (.25 points each). 

The Brownies were missing junior Adrienne 
Brodowski due to hamstring problems that occurred in 
practice a few days before. She had qualified in the 
triple jump and the 200-meter dash? and was expect¬ 
ed to run a leg on the 4 x 100 meter relay (Becky 
Carey subbed). 

STATE QUALIFIERS: Peter Midura is the lone 
Brownie boy who will attend the Saturday, June 7th 
Massachusetts All-State Meet (all divisions) on the 
South Shore. Midura is seeded 19th in the field of the 
state's 24 top 800 runners. On the girls’ side, Kaitlin 
Sardella is seeded 11th in the 800 meters, the best 
seed of any of the Brownies; Katie Malloy is 25th in 
the high jump; Andrea Babbin is 16th in the pole vault;

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Final game loss 
to 4 Hamp keeps 
AHS girls out of 
lacrosse tourney

The Agawam High girls’ lacrosse season came to 
a close on Thursday, May 29th with a tough 15-4 loss 
against Northampton High School, the second-seed¬ 
ed teamin the WMass Division I Tournament. 

Although the Brownies did not qualify for the post¬ 
season, they continue to hold their heads high and 
are looking forward to next season. 

“It was a difficult game and a tough way to end a 
long season, but the girls are still proud of their 
efforts,” commented Coach Carla Warner. 

Agawam was led offensively by junior Tory Lyons, 
who had three goal.s and senior Victoria Rhul, who 
had a goal. 

The Brownies finished their season 8-9 overall and 
were 0-8 in the area’s top league, the Valley Wheel. 
Agawam’s problems in Valley Wheel play can be 
attributed to several factors. First, Agawam lost 10 
seniors from last season and also had some players 
not return which resulted in a lack in team depth with 
only 18 girls on the team. Agawam was also placed in 
the tougher of the two divisions in the newly-divided 
Western Mass Conference. 

“We knew it was going to be a rebuilding year this 
season," said Warner. “Although the girls are disap¬ 
pointed in not qualifying for the tournament, they are 
happy with their overall finish in a tougher division.” 

But the Brownies are not making excuses for the 
outcome of this season and instead are determined to 
learn from their experience and improve for next sea¬ 
son. 

“We will have a lot more depth next season and the 
town’s youth league will be a real feeder for us," said 
Warner. “We are really looking forward to a bigger and 
better season next year." 

Agawam is only losing five seniors from this sea¬ 
son which will certainly help out for next season’s 
prospects. Among them are first-year goalie Nicolle 
Clauson, and German exchange student Katie Meir, 
who also played for her first time and who looks for¬ 
ward to continue playing in her home country. 

The Brownies are also losing captain Courtney 
Poirier, who finished the year with five goals and four 
assists, Victoria Ruhl, who had two goals and two 
assists, and captain Jen Sharpe, who finished the 
season with three goals from the backline. 

As far as depth goes, Agawam’s returning leading 
scorers will certainly be a big factor. Among them is 
sophomore First Team All-Scholastic Tiffany Manzi, 
who finished second in Valley Wheel scoring with 41 
goals and 17 assists. Watch out next year. 

Also returning is Tory Lyons, who had 30 goals and 
9 assists and Megan Gloster, who had 23 goals and 
11 assists. Both Gloster and Lyons will be seniors 
next season. In total next season, Agawam will have 
eight seniors on the varsity team coming in.

Manzi' Gloster compete in Natl. Lax tourney

On Memorial Day Weekend, the Agawam High 
girls’ lacrosse team had a big honor when two of its 
players and its head coach participated in the 
Nationals Lacrosse Tournament at Lehigh University. 
All-Scholastic sophomore Tiffany Manzi, junior cap¬ 
tain Megan Gloster and Coach Carla Warner were 
able to be a part of the highest level of competition in 
schoolgirl lacrosse. 

“The girls had an opportunity to play with the best 
of the best in the nation,” said Warner. 

Manzi, who qualified for the Lower New England 
Second Team, finished the tournament with a goal. 
Gloster, who missed the initial cut but was called back 
and placed on the fifth team, had a goal from the 
backfield. 

Warner also was one of the featured coaches in 
the tournament. Warner’s daughter from Westfield 
High School also played alongside Gloster on the fifth 
team. 

“It’s the toughest competition in the country and it 
is truly a feat to score a goal in one of these games, 
so I was very proud of Tiffany and Megan’s accom¬ 
plishment,” said Warner. 

The tournament's overall winner was the Mid- 
Atlantic team, but it was the opportunity that meant 
more to these players from Agawam. 


“This was a chance to compete at a higher level of 
play than what’s possible in regular high school 
games,” said Warner. “I think the girls came away 
with an increase in their own levels of play and 
brought what they learned back to the team and 
enhanced the abilities of the rest of the girls." 

Another honor approaching for the team is the 
Western Mass All-Star game on Wednesday, June 
18th. A change in how players are chosen for the 
game has created a big opportunity for the team. 

“The game used to be limited to only seniors, but 
they have changed it so all players are able to com¬ 
pete,” said Warner. 

Each school can have up to six players featured in 
the game and Agawam hopes that all six possible 
slots will be used for their team. 

Manzi finished with a team-leading 41 goals and 
17 assists for AHS this spring, good for second place 
in the Valley Wheel with 58 points. She registered 28 
goals as a freshman, a school record. 

Gloster added 23 goals and 11 assists to the effort. 

Both girls are members of the school’s two-time 
Division I WMass soccer champs, and are First Team 
All-Scholastic selections.

Ryan “Burn” McGurn gave Agawam High track 
“refuse to lose” attitude during strong career 


Anyone who watched Agawam High School senior 
Ryan McGurn race at the Western Massaschusetts 
Track & Field Championships last Saturday, May 31st, 
had to come away with feelings of respect and admi¬ 
ration for him. 

Seeded third in this year's Division I 300-meter hur¬ 
dles, Ryan was third at the sectional championships a 
year ago and was considered a threat to win the 2003 
title. An aching knee told him otherwise. It’s the same 
knee he injured while running the 110-meter hurdles 
during a dual meet vs. Palmer High in the spring of 
2002 . 

Diagnosed with petella tendonitis, the knee has 
throbbed ever since. Rest, ice, and stretching exercis¬ 
es will help. But as long as he hurdles, chances are 
the knee will ache some more, just as it did at the 
PVIAC Individuals on Saturday, May 24th, where he 
finished sixth. He was advised to rest. 

“I wanted to compete so badly because it was my 
senior year and it was all coming to an end so quick¬ 
ly,” Ryan said of the May 24th PVIAC Individuals. “I 
probably should have scratched and waited for 
Western Mass. But I didn’t and that’s the decision I 
made/’ - • 

He was not expected to compete at this past 
Saturday’s WMass. Championships. Ryan had quali¬ 
fied in a bunch of events - high jump, triple jump, and 
1T0 hurdles after leading the Brownies in scoring with 
130 points in the dual-meet season. He opted for one 
event - the 300-meter hurdles. 

Before a roaring crowd at Holyoke High School’s 
new athletic complex (the perfect venue for the sec¬ 
tional championships), the 300 hurdles went off and 
Ryan looked strong until about the 200-meter mark. 
He was in third and was making a move on the lead¬ 
ers. Suddenly, he straightened in pain and it was 
obvious to everyone he hard sustained an injury. 
Those in-the-know understood immediately - that 
knee again. 

Ryan had the fortitude with 50 meters to go to hob¬ 
ble in at a time of 43 seconds and managed to place 
sixth. His personal best time of 41.5 seconds clocked 
at the 2002 WMass. Championships would have been 
good enough for second last Saturday. Ryan has no 
doubt that if healthy, the race might have been his. 

"Well, there's not much that I can do about it now. 
If healthy, I had a real shot to win the race. When I 
came up lame, there was no way I wasn’t going to fin¬ 
ish the race and at least place. Two guys passed me, 
but I was able to get over the last few hurdles. It real¬ 
ly hurt, but I knew this would be my last high school 
race and I wanted to finish.” 

With graduation only a few days*away, Ryan is 
looking to a summer of training to prepare to continue 
his track career at Iona College in New Rochelle, New 
York in September. The accounting major will be a 
walk-on for Iona’s Dl track program. 

“I’ve talked to the track coach at Iona and I really 
want to pursue track in college. I have issues with my 
knee, but I really love this sport and maybe I can con¬ 
tinue. I’ll just have to see what happens.” 

Back on more familiar ground at AHS, Ryan fin¬ 
ished his academic career with an 83 average. His 
courses in the 2002-2003 academic year included 
accounting I (college credit), honors physics, an 
internship in guidance, student store,, desktop pub¬ 
lishing, journalism II, and gym. 

Ryan fondly recalls his Spanish II class with faculty 
member Linda Sasso as the subject he enjoyed the 
most. His color is blue. Ryan’s 18th birthday was on 
April 11th. Lobster bisque is his high point at meal¬ 
time. The Olive Garden in Enfield and the former 
Storrowton Tavern in West Springfield are Ryan’s all- 
time favorite places for chow. 

He's an avid fan of the San Francisco 49ers football 
team, and their controversial wide receiver, Terrell 
Owens, is Ryan’s top jock. Owens is the guy who 
caused such a stir on "Monday Night Football." After

scoring a touchdown, he produced a “Sharpie," auto¬ 
graphed the football, and handed it to a fan in the end 
zone seats. “I’ve always wanted to live in San 
Francisco, so maybe that’s why I like the 49ers so 
much. And Terrell Owens is so cool. He doen't care 
what anyone thinks about him,” Ryan told us. 

On TV, Ryan’s best show is ESPN’s 
"SportsCenter.” On the big screen, it’s the recently 
released "X-Men” sequel. Rap music from the groups 
M & M and 50 Cents are Ryan’s favorite tunes. He 
dresses preppy casual and shops around for his duds 
- Abercrombie & Fitch, American Eagle, and Filene's, 
all at the Holyoke Mall. 

He’s got expensive taste in cars. “I’ve always want¬ 
ed a silver McClaren F I sports car. They cost about 
$1 million each, and they make only about five of them 
every year. These cars can really move, about 230 
miles per hour. In fact, I think the last time one was 
made was in 1997.” 

When Ryan wakes up, he drives a .1993 Pontiac 
Sunbird that’s well over the 100,000-mile mark. 

He’s been a three-year member of the school’s 
award-winning newspaper, The Mirror, as. a sports 
writer. “The Mirror has been a good experience and 
it’s a very important part of the schpol,” Ryan said. -- 

He opted to leave the football program when school 
opened last September. Instead, he gave cross coun¬ 
try a try to get into better shape for winter track. 

The 2002-2003 winter season was a huge breakout 
for Ryan after being named Second Team All- 
Scholastic for his all-around efforts the previous 
spring in outdoor track under Coach Bill Dillon. He 
was undefeated in the 55-meter hurdles and was 
named First Team All-Scholatic for winning the 
WMass. title in a school record time of 8.38 seconds 
under Coach Dan Pryce. 

For his efforts, he was a first-time qualifier in the 
MIAA Division II State Championships at Boston’s 
Reggie Lewis Center. 

The three-year indoor member was third in team 
scoring as the Brownies won their first indoor league 
title (5-0) and completed the regular schedule with a 
huge upset victory over Amherst Regional. “I didn't 
place at Western Mass, as a junior. I didn’t run a good 
race and it stayed with me. I knew I would have to 
work harder and with my senior year in front of me, I 
was very motivated to get better as a senior.” 

At the WMass. championships, Ryan ran a leg on 
the 4 x 200 meter relay in a school record time of 
1:37.22. He and the Brownies also left the sectional 
meet with what they believed was the team title. The 
celebration was certainly loud enough. 

A few hours later, in what Ryan calls the most biz- 
zare sports situation he's ever been involved in, sec¬ 


ond-place Amherst was awarded the WMass. title 
when meet officials recalculated the team results and 
discovered that points earned by the Hurricanes were 
somehow misplaced. 

“I couldn’t believe it when I heard the news. I called 
Coach Pryce and he said it was true. It was such a let¬ 
down for us. But we did have a great indoor season 
and we won the league title.'’ 

The Brownies were elevated into a tougher league 
this spring and responded with another upset win over 
Amherst, the defending WMass. outdoor champs. The 
locals were ranked as high as fourth in the weekly 
“Fab Five” poll at one point before ending at 4-4. 

Ryan gave the Brownies strong efforts in his multi¬ 
tude of events throughout his four-year career, espe¬ 
cially in his junior and senior seasons. He owned the 
best time in the region in the 110 hurdles (15.8 sec¬ 
onds) for a good portion of the spring. His best time in 
the 300’s was 43 seconds, and that came at his home 
track of Harmon Smith Field (the slow dirt track, that 
is). 

But with fellow captain John Slachetka sidelined for 
the WMass. Championships and with Ryan plagued 
by his bad knee, the Brownies were a distant 15th in 
team point standings. Both seniors were crucial to any 
hopes the locals had of moving up the ladder in the 
team rankings. 

“Overall, we had a good season. Our senior class 
was a good one. Track is such a great sport. I’ve met 
a lot of people and the camaraderie is great. People 
are very friendly and everyone seems to be pulling for 
each other," Ryan said. 

He claims his nickname “Burn" McGurn began in a 
track article in The Advertiser News a year ago. 

“It seems that ever since then, I have sometimes 
been nicknamed ‘Burn.’

“I think part of my success 
in the hurdles is I am mentally strong. My technique is 
good, but some of the gufs I compete against have 
better technique. I try to use a ‘refuse to lose’ attitude 
when I race."

Indoor Championships this past February as his 
proudest moment as a Brownie. “Well, we won the 
team championship and then we didn’t. Still, we fin¬ 
ished second to Amherst and we did beat them during 
the winter season for the first time in a very long time. 
Also, for me personally, winning the indoor 55-meter 
title in the hurdles is something I will never forget." 

His father is David and his stepmother is Christy 
(Cook), a 1991 graduate of Agawam High. Ryan has 
a little sister, six year-old Kyla. 

Ryan admires and looks up to his uncle, Greg. “My 
Uncle Greg is like my best friend. We do a lot of things 
together, like play racquetball and golf. He’s very good 
to me."

Alignment... 

Alignment is associated with ball position and tar¬ 
get awareness. 

I generally try to keep my feet, knees, hips, and 
shoulders square to my intended target from my driv¬ 
er through my six-iron. 

From the seven-iron through the pitching wedge, I 
like to stand progressively more open. 

By standing open, you restrict your turn and con¬ 
sequently eliminate excess movement of the lower 
body (legs and hips). 

You really don’t need to hit the ball far with the 
shorter clubs, so by minimizing the use of the lower 
half you are now focusing more on accuracy than 
power. The less of a turn, the more precise I can get. 

If I miss the center of the fairway by 30 feet, it’s nor¬ 
mally still a good drive. But, if I miss my target with a 
shorter club by 30 feet, I have generally hit a poor 
shot.
